Before the riot of Oofober 16, an an 
instance of this, a high Ch lean army offi- 
cer became furious, nhen he found that 
his BOD, who had been wounded in the 
battle ot Plaoilla. was being treaUd by 
American physicians. He said he would 
rather his eon sbonld die than owe hia life 
to Americans. Wbile in the hospital Turn- 
ball made a statement to me which I took 
down at the time. 
It runs »B follows: 'I 


was not intoxicated. I was talking with n 
friead, an Amerioon, aud went in a bar- 
room. They told me there was a crowd 
outside waiting for me, BO I did cot go ont 
bnt waited until I thought they had gone 
away. Then I went oat, and as soon as I 
was outside, was struck in the head with a 
stone. I turned aud tried to get back ioto 
the saloon, bnt they would not let me in. 
A mob was around me on all sides and in 
n short time I was knocked unconscious 
and only came tj in the hcMpit'il.'

It is a trite but correct remark that, 


as tho human form has been molded by 
nature, the best shape is undoubtedly 
that which sho has given it. To endeav- 
or to render it more elegant by artificial 
means is to.chango it; to mnko it much 
smaller below and much larger above is 
to destroy its beauty; to koop it cased 
up in a kind of domestic cuirass is not 
only to dei'onn it, but to expose the in- 
ternal parts to serious injury. Under 
such compression as is commonly prac- 
ticed by ladies, the development of the 
bones, which are still tender, does not 
take place conformably to the intention 
of nature, because nutrition is necessa- 
rily stopped, and they consequently be- 
como twisted and deformed. 


Those who wear these appliances of 


tight lacing often complain that they 
cannot sit upright without them—are 
sometimes, iadeed, compelled to wear 
them during all the twenty-four hours; 
a fact which proves to what an extent 
Bnch articles weaken the muscles of the 
trunk. The injury does not fall merely 
on the internal structure of the body, 
but also on its beauty and on the temper 
and feelings with which that beauty is 
associated. Beauty is in reality but an- 
other name for expression of counte- 
nance, which is the index of sound 
health, intelligence, good feelings and 
peace of mind. All are aware that un- 
easy feelings, existing habitually in the 
breast, speedily exhibit their signature 
on the countenance, and that bitter 
thoughts or n bad temper spoil the 
uuman expression of its comeliness and 
grace.—Now York Ledger.

Mrs. John Roberts moved 
to California, where she married again 
and became the mother of several chil- 
dren and is now dfad.

Wash Roberts concluded she would send 
some of these preserves tp these children, 
and also to give some to her friends, the 
Grareses. The preserves are in first 
class condition, of excellent flavor, and 
would no doubt keep another quarter of 
a century. 
Wash Roberts has boon for 


many years a popular citiz«n of Roche- 
port, while Jack Ray is somewhere in 
the state of Washington.—Fayette

Game Warden Taylor came in recently 


from the lower country, whero he has 
been kept busy driving the Indians out 
of that section. Mr. Taylor reports that 
the Utes have been playing sad havoc 
with the game, slaughtering wherever 
they could. He was very indignant 
over it, and from his version of the mat- 
ter he has good reason to bo. He states 
that from the Iron springs divide to Yel- 
low crook it is impossible to travel a 
hundred yards without finding the bod- 
ies of deer lying around, and in most 
cases nothing but the hidoa and bruin* 
have boon taken, tho bruins being used 
by the Indians in the process of tanning 
On Blue mountain and in the Lilly park 
sections the rotting carcasses can be 
seen, while on Snake river they are so 


as to absolutely poison the air.

ho deer began to travel down the Utes 
lavo killed between 5,000 and 0,000 oi 
hem, and what makes matters worse 
he major poilioa of thorn are does and 
awns, tho bucks always remaining in 
he upper country till Inter in the fall.—
